It 
is a probabilitv, in the opinion of 
experts here, that there will be a 
series of emergency loans, in view of 
the inability of the United States 
and Japan to agree upon the ques- 
tion of the inclusion of South Man- 
churia and Eastern Inner Mongolia 
in the purview of the so-called re- 
organization or reconstruction loans.

Repeal of Present Taxation 
Moto not Likely. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 1 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.— The 
Bacharach bill for the imposition of 
a consumption tax as a substitute for 
the excess profits tax has given new 
life to the agitation on the subject. 
Any repeal of the excess profits tax 
at this session, however,, still is un- 
likely. 

Representative Bacharach of New 
Jersey, who introduced the bill pro- 
viding for a tax equivalent to 1 cent 
on each $1 or fraction thereof of the 
amount paid for any article of mer- 
chandise sold by dealers and other 
taxes on real estate sales, and sales 
of raw materials, gaid yesterday that 
he is getting considerable support 
for his measure. ‘ 

Mr. Bacharach estimates that his 
bill would raise nearly 32,500,000, 
000 in revenue as against the repeal 
of about $2,000,000,000. 

BELIEVES 1DEA SOUND. 

“I am firmJy.of the belief that the 
excess profits tax can be repealed at 
this session,” said Representative 
Bacharach, who is a member of the 
Ways 3 Means Committee, which 
will called upon to consider the 
question. “I have received a great 
deal of support. There are some 
rough edges on the bill that will 


lieve, would -prove less ebnoxious 
than an increase in the normal in- 
come tax. 

Representative Frear of Wiscon- 
sin, also a Republican member of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
defends the excess profits tax. 

“While I have not given the ques- 
tion thorough study as yet, I am in- 
clined to oppose any repeal of the 
excess profits tax,” said Representa- 
tive Frear. I fail to see why it is 
not justified. I believe the substitute 
ao would not be as satisfac- 

ry. 

COULD STOP INFLATION. 


“As to the claim that inflated 
prices are caused by the excess prof- 
its tax, I see no reason why a limi- 
tation cannot be inserted in the act 
which would prevent any increase in 
prices as a result of the tax.” 

Representative Kitchin of North 
Carolina, Democrat, who was chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee at the time of the passage of 
the revenpe act, defended the ex- 
cess profits tax in a colloquy with 
W. B. Colver, member of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, before the 
Ways and Means Committee today. 
Mr. Kitchin took Mr. Colver to task 
for the latter's statement in a recent 
address that the collection of the 
excess profits tax costs 50 per cent. 
of the amount collected. 

“As a matter of fact, it costs one- 
third of 1 per cent. to collect all the
